Farm Accounts. I 

Close up all the little outstanding 
farm accounts. Make a list of the bills 
you owe, and the amounts owing to 
you. These little bills in the aggregate 
amount to a large sum. Make a settle¬ 
ment if you cau; If you cannot, get the 
full amount of your bill; it Is always 
best to kuow exactly what you do owe, 
and it is very bad policy to keep a run¬ 
ning account—unless a settlement Is 
made every mouth. Farmers are un¬ 
usually careless lit their money trans¬ 
actions; the only safe way is to keep 
a strict account of all outlays. Pay as 
you go, aud take a written receipt for 
every bill paid. These bills should be 
pasted in a book kept for this one pur¬ 
pose. This work should be done every 
evening. It is not selfish to be correct 
In your dealings, nor pnrslmoulous to 
be economical.—The American.

HANDKERCHIEFS WE USE. 


Number of Single Due* Consumed In 
the Trade Every Year. 

“Very few people outside the trade.” I 
said a leading wholesale dealer In 
handkerchiefs In New York recently, 
“are aware that the consumption of 
handkerchiefs throughout the United 
States amounts to about 75,000 dozen 
daily. This means 27,375,000 dozen, or 
328,500,000 single handkerchiefs. To 
satisfy tlds enormous demand there 
are always kept lu stock In the city at 
least 350,000,000 handkerchiefs. It 
would be extremely difficult to say 
what such a supply of goods Is worth 
lu the aggregate, us handkerchiefs sell 
at wholesale anywhere from 30 cents 
to $40 per dozen, according to quality 
and finish. But the figures which 1 
have given you are not exaggerated, 
aud they throw a strong light on the 
gigantic dimensions of an important 
branch of the dry goods business. 

“A comparatively small number of 
handkerchiefs are manufactured in 
tlds country aud those that are made 
here are mostly of the cotton aud In¬ 
ferior silk variety. The finest silk 
goods are imported principally from 
Jupau, which country sends us annual¬ 
ly between seventeen and eighteen 
'millions ‘Japauese pongees.’ The best 
cambric article comes from France and 
Belgium, and linen handkerchiefs 
come from the north of Ireland and 
also from St. Galls, Switzerland. Japa¬ 
nese silk handkerchiefs are worth from 
$3 to $40 per dozen, while the imported 
cambrics from Brussels sell for from 
$5 to $7 a dozen, and the cotton prod¬ 
uct manufactured in Pennsylvania aud 
New Jersey may be had for 30 cents 
per dozen. 

“The capital Invested In this business 
is Immense. It may possibly amount 
to $100,000,000. but owing to the fact 
that the trude is distributed, uothiug 
like accurate figures can be given. 
There are' six or seven firms in the 
ury goods district which deal ex¬ 
clusively In handkerchiefs. But only 
two of these houses handle the do¬ 
mes tic article extensively. Most of the 
large American factories are located 
outside of the city, but New Y'ork. as 
lu several other branches of the dry 
goods business. Is the great distribut¬ 
ing' center for the trade.”—Washing¬ 
ton Star.

Winter Ration for Fowls.

three handfuls of coarse sand anil fine 
oyster shells mixed. Sometimes boiled 
vegetables are used In place of the bay.

The grain ration Is varied as 
much as possible. He keeps raw vege¬ 
tables, Including cabbages, carrots aud 
turnips, where the hens cau peck at 
them at any time.

Tlie Sheepfold. 

The fine wool breeds of sheep are 
most subject to foot rot. Perhaps the 
best way to treat it is to cut off the dis¬ 
eased portion and apply nitric acid. 

Sulphur should be kept in ready 
reach lu the sheep house; Insects and 
vermin do not like it, and it is preven¬ 
tive of many Ills. Further, a piece of 
roll brimstone should be found In the 
feed troughs of the horses aud the cat¬ 
tle. 

Many of tlie Internal parasites which 
cause losses In the flock are taken lQ 
while watering at foul drinking places. 
Unless the water supply is watched 
carefully, there is likely to be at least 
a loss of condition among them. If 
there is no more serious loss.—Indiana 
Farmer. 

Paint Against Rabbits. 

At butchering time or by a visit to 
the local butcher, secure a quantity’ of 
blood. Set it away until It begins to 
emit an odor. Then lime, which has 
been thoroughly slaked, should bo 
mixed with the blood, stirriug it uutll 
about tlie thickness of whitewash. A 
little sulphur may be added. 

To apply to trees, take an old white¬ 
wash brush aud cover all parts which 
the rabbits can reach with the mix¬ 
ture. They will not trouble a tree 
treated in this tuauner. One painting 
will last a season, and It is much easier 
to put ou than winding with paper or 
covering trunks in any other way, be¬ 
sides being more effectual. The lime 
in the mixture also is beneficial to the 
trees.—Orange Judd Farmer. 


Wugon-Washing Device. 

Ou many farms it Is possible to wash 
the carriages aud farm wagons by 
backing them into a stream or shallow 
river. The conveniences of the loca¬ 
tion are usually offset by the incon¬ 
veniences—mud, and tlie wetting of 
clothes.

The Weight of ltrains. 

Some interesting facts bearing ou tlie 
size and weight of tlie brain were given 
recently by Sir William Turner, lu 
the case of Europeans the average 
brain weight is from forty-nine ounces 
to fifty ounces In man, aud from forty- 
four ounces to forty-five ounces in 
woman. It is Interesting to note that 
even in new-born children the boys 
have bigger heads and heavier brains 
than the girls. The brains of a num¬ 
ber of men of ability aud intellectual 
distinction have been weighed and as¬ 
certained to be from fifty-five ounces 
to sixty ounces. In a few exceptional 
cases, as iu the brains of Cuvier and 
Dr. Abercrombie, tlie weight has been 
more than sixty ounces, but it should 
also be stated that "brains weighing 
sixty ounces and upward have occa¬ 
sionally been obtained from persons 
who had shown no sigu of intellectual 
eminence. Ou the other baud. It has 
beeu pointed out that if the brain falls 
below a certain weight it cannot prop¬ 
erly discharge its functions. This 
minimum weight for civilized people 
experts have placed at thirty-seven 
ounces for men and thirty-two for 
women.—Public Opinion.

It Helped to Chiinge the History of 
the Old World. 

In the sixteenth ceDtury all the pep- 
per donsumed in England was bought 
by the English merchants from the 
Dutch, who brought it from Ibdia. 
Owing to racial jealousy, the Dutch 
traders in 15^9 raised the cost from 3 
shillings to 6 shillings per pound. This 
petty display of ill feeling caused con¬ 
siderable annoyance to tbe English mer¬ 
chants and aroused iu them that feeling 
of independence which has always been 
so characteristic of our race. 

They determined to import their pep¬ 
per direct from India in their own 
ships, and for this purpose formed a 
company, called the Governor and 
Company of Merchants of Loudon Trad¬ 
ing to the East Indies, and which iu 
latter days became eventually known 
us the East India company. 

Their first voyages embroiled them 
in almost innumerable quarrels with 
the Dutoh and Portuguese, and for a 
time the venture proved a financial fail¬ 
ure. It was not until 1616 that the 
company became successful and obtained 
lucrative treaties, owing to their de¬ 
cisively defeating the Portuguese. 

From this time on their possessions 
gradually increased, slowly at first, and 
then very rapidly, until, by the wise 
and beneficial management of such men 
as Clive, Warren Hijstiugs and Corn¬ 
wallis, they exercised sovereignty over 
the greater portion of India. 

In this manner it happened that an 
increase iu tho price of pepper momen¬ 
tously affected the history of mankind. 
—Loudon Standard.

It is easy for a kitchen to be cum¬ 
bered with too many utensils, which 
take up room and serve no useful pur¬ 
pose. An embarrassment of kitchen 
supplies is almost as bad as a scarcity. 
Manufacturers are continually intro¬ 
ducing cooking utensils which flatter 
the housekeeper into the belief that it 
Is not her own blundering or the stu¬ 
pidity of her cook, but the want of the 
proper tools, that has made her coffee 
flavorless, her pastry a failure, or her 
syllabub a liquid. 

She goes forth and purchases a new 
"coffee pot.” when the beat coffee that 
ever was “brewed” can be made In an 
old-fashioned stoneware pipkin, cost¬ 
ing less than 10 cents for the two- 
quart size. No pot of tin or agateware, 
or even of solid silver. Is as good for 
this purpose as this simple dish of 
baked clay, a material which has been 
In use for kitchen utensils since the 
days when the Israelites made brick 
for their Egyptian task-masters. 

When you serve the coffee it can be 
■trained into a heated coffee pot of as 
esthetic stoneware or porcelain as you 
please. Such a dish would be too frail 
to boil It In. Do not trust a coffee pot 
of metal of any kind. The black coat¬ 
ing on the Inside of a metal coffee pot 
that has been used a few times shows 
that the metal has united with the 
acids of the coffee more or less and 
affected the liquid made. The best of 
coffee is only made from the first qual¬ 
ity of coffee bean. The bean should 
not be browned over twenty-four 
hours before It is used, and It should 
be browned just l>efore using. The 
coffee may be t-osily spoiled, even if 
these conditions are fulfilled, by boil¬ 
ing it In metal. Coffee made in a pot 
that contains on the inside the succes¬ 
sive deposits of many day's brewing 
has a rank flavor. 

When coffee is dripped, In French 
fashion, It should always be made in 
heated stoneware. An ordinary cheap 
pitcher will do to make It in, but it is 
easy to find picturesque German coffee 
biggins that are not expensive, made 
of brown or of blue and white onion- 
ware. Let the housekeeper remember 
that it does not require anything but 
the cheapest and simplest pot to make 
the best coffee that ever was made, 
but it requires care In selecting the 
coffee and In boiling the water.—New 
York Tribune.
